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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information 
disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or 
other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) 
states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted 
in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner 
on form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The animal horn, as claimed, is not 
modified in any manner so that it is an article of manufacture. The animal horn, as 
claimed, is simply a product of nature. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 
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3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
"RUWBHI - Water Buffalo Horn Select* from Boone Trading Company, 
www.boonetrading.com (Attachment 1). 

Animal horns have been around for millions of years. The image of the tapered 
water buffalo horn (http://www.boonetrading.com/RawMaterials/RUWBHI.html) 
supplied by Boone Trading Company shows that animal horns with a diameter of l A" 
to Vi" diameter are well known. Since the claims do not specify where along the length 
that the horn has a W or Vi* diameter, any horn that tapers to a point from a 
diameter larger than V** would inherently have a diameter in the specified range at 
some point along its length. As evidenced by the ruler included in the photograph of 
the horn, the horn has a diameter greater than V2", so it would inherently have a 
diameter of W to V* inch at some point along its length.
